Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

1 . It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious "a curling machine provided with an adjusting device for evenly 
winding elongated workpieces into spirals, comprising a worktable having a linear groove 
therein and a tool holder is movably mounted in the groove" in combination with the rest of the 
claimed limitations set forth in independent claims 1 and 9. 

2. Veiga (U.S. Patent # 6,823,579) discloses a portable platform with an adjusting device 
for forming strips into spirals having a machine frame (See FIG below) sustaining a worktable 
(10), a removable mandrel (shaft, not shown See col. 4, lines 47-49) usable for a curling 
operation and a counteracting means comprising an actuator (8) which is immovably fixed on the 
worktable (10) and provided with a rod (27) carrying a tool holder (28), The tool holder (28) 
supports an idle rotating roller (6) acting as a counteracting means for an elongated workpiece 
(strips la &lb) with the workpiece (strips la & lb) being rotated by the mandrel, which is 
provided with a removable tool (5) for the curling operation, 

3. The above cited prior art fails to disclose a "worktable having a linear groove therein and 
a tool holder movably mounted in the groove". Therefore, it is concluded that claims 1 and 8 of 
the present invention are allowable subject matter over the prior art.
